1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  existing 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  relative  to 
when  a  building  permit  is  required?   (Ballot  question).   (The 
proposed  amendment  is  printed  in  its  entirety  in  the  Town  Report.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Antrim  Gym  in  said  Town  of 
Antrim  on  Saturday,  the  14th  day  of  March,  1992  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

3.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-h  for  the  optional 
adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax?  The  optional 
exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers 
shall  be  as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75 
years,  $20,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80  years, 
$40,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $60,000.  To 
qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident 

for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly, 
or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  the  spouse,  they  must  have 
been  married  for  at  least  5  years.

"Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  ($25,000)  from  the  Highway  Heavy 
Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  replacement 
truck  for  the  one-ton  truck. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  (1)  to 
convey  the  old  fire  station  building  to  the  Bennington 
Historical  Society  for  removal  to  the  "Kimball  Shop  Lot"  on 
Main  Street;  (2)  to  execute  an  agreement  with  the  Bennington 
Historical  Society  providing  for  the  Town  to  succeed  to  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  Society  with  respect  to  the 
Kimball  Shop  Lot  and  the  historical  museum  to  be  established 
thereon  if  the  Society  is  unable  to  maintain  the  property  and 
musuem;  or  (3)  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  the  Town  residents  who  gave 
their  wholehearted  support  to  the  Town  throughout  1991.  While  the  beginning  of 
1991  began  with  several  problems  and  challenges,  we  can  say  that  1991  ended  on 
a  very  positive  note.  This  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  dedication 
and  commitment  by  Bennington  citizens. 

The  Police  Department  seemed  to  have  more  than  their  share  of  problems  to 
deal  with  after  January  1.  Several  events,  including  the  arrest  of  Officer 
Skerry,  left  the  Police  Chief  with  no  option  but  to  request  administrative  leave 
for  the  Department.  In  order  to  confront  the  numerous  allegations  and  charges 
against  the  officers,  a  public  meeting  was  called.  Tremendous  support  for  the 
Department  was  demonstrated  at  this  meeting.  In  addition,  a  professional 
management  study  of  the  Police  Department  was  performed.  The  study  known  as  the 
Matson  Report,  found  no  evidence  to  support  the  numerous  allegations.  After 
Officer  Skerry's  trial,  the  Department  was  reinstated  to  active  duty  and  the 
Department  resumed  its  normal  duties.  While  the  costs  were  high  for  outside 
police  support  and  legal  expense,  the  Town  was  able  to  maintain  its  stability  and 
uphold  its  position. 

After  the  difficulties  experienced  in  the  winter,  the  Town  welcomed  the 
summer  in  with  the  dedication  of  the  Newhall  Youth  Field.  The  youth  of  this  Town 
have  been  richly  served  by  all  the  individuals  that  made  this  "Field  of  Dreams" 
come  true.  This  field  will  always  be  a  symbol  of  what  Bennington  residents  can 
do  to  improve  their  Town. 

The  summer  and  fall  were  very  busy  times  for  the  Selectmen.  The  Town's 
first  professional  revaluation  was  performed  by  Avitar  Associates  of  New  England. 
While  some  property  owners  feel  that  their  assessment  is  too  high,  all  must 
realize  that  the  same  method  of  appraisal  was  applied  to  all  properties,  giving 
the  Town  an  overall  fair  property  valuation.  The  Town  did  experience  an  overall 
decrease  in  its  total  net  assessed  valuation  due  to  the  ski  area  and  surrounding 
properties. 

The  closure  of  the  Landfill,  an  ongoing  project  for  several  years,  will 
occur  October  31,  1992.  In  April,  the  Town  contracted  Dufresne-Henry  to  prepare 
a  formal  closure  plan  in  accordance  with  State  rules.  The  plan  was  completed  and 
submitted  to  the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  in  September.  The  plan 
will  be  finalized  in  1992.  Plans  for  a  transfer  station  are  also  being  prepared. 
The  transfer  station  must  be  ready  to  accept  waste  after  the  landfill  gates 
close.  Much  more  will  be  said  on  this  subject  in  other  sections  of  this  Town 
Report  and  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  realizing  the  tax  burden,  asked  that  budgets  for  the  coming  year 
be  held  to  a  0%  increase.  As  a  result,  with  cooperation  from  all  Departments, 
the  Town  budget  for  1992  has  been  decreased  by  5%  from  last  year.  A  real 
accompl ishment . 

In  1992,  we  will  celebrate  our  150th  year  as  a  Town.  A  committee  is  hard 
at  work  on  plans  for  several  events  and  activities  in  August  that  will  create 
another  special  chapter  in  our  Town's  history.  There  will  be  several  fund 
raisers  to  cover  the  expenses.  We  ask  that  all  become  interested  and  participate 
in  any  way  possible. 
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We  can  not  forget  and  are  thankful  for  the  accomplishments  of  our  Country 
and  Armed  Forces  in  the  Middle  East  this  past  year.  Once  again,  "well  done"  and 
"thank  you."  We  also  note  with  regret  the  death  of  Antrim's  Police  Chief  while 
on  duty,  Ralph  "Buster"  Brooks. 

This  Board,  once  again,  asks  for  your  continuing  support  by  voting  and 
attending  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  public  hearings.  The  greater  the 
participation,  the  more  reflective  of  public  desires.  Please,  everyone,  come  out 
and  back  your  opinions  with  a  vote.

Article  4.  By  secret  ballot  the  Town  voted  8  NO  to  146  YES  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  72:43-f  for  the  adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from 
property  tax.  These  statutes  provide  for  the  following  exemptions, 
based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers:  for  a  person  65 
years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age 
up  to  80  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older, 
$20,000.  To  qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire 
resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate  individually  or 
jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  spouse,  they  must  have 
been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must 
have  a  net  income  of  less  than  $12,000,  and  own  net  assets  of 
$30,000  or  less,  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

Article  5.  By  a  standing  count  the  Town  unanimously  defeated  the  article  that 
requested  to  have  all  town  warrant  articles  voted  on  by  secret 
ballot.  (Six  (6)  people  in  favor)  (By  petition-Bennington  Voice 
Association) 

Article  6.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  adopted  the  provisions  of  RSA 
31:95-c  to  restrict  revenues  from  contributions  (voluntary  or 
involuntary)  for  reclamation  of  the  Bennington  Tri -Town  Landfill 
facility  to  expend  for  the  purpose  of  reclamation  of  the  landfill 
facility.  Such  revenues  and  expenditures  shall  be  accounted  for  in 
a  special  revenue  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Bennington  Tri-Town 
Landfill  facility  reclamation  fund,  separate  from  the  general  fund. 
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Any  surplus  in  said  fund  shall  not  be  deemed  part  of  the  general 
fund  accumulated  surplus  and  shall  be  expended  only  after  a  vote  by 
the  legislative  body  to  appropriate  a  specific  amount  from  said  fund 
for  a  specific  purpose  related  to  the  purpose  of  the  fund  or  source 
of  revenue.   (Selectmen) 

Article  7.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.   (Selectmen) 

Article  8.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  accept  legacies  and 
gifts  to  the  Town  in  trust  or  otherwise  by  an  individual  or 
individuals,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.   (Selectmen) 

Article  9.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  tax  liens  and  convey  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by 
tax  collector's  deed  by  public  auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid)  or 
in  such  other  manners  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may 
require.   (Selectmen) 

Article  10.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  apply  for,  negotiate  for,  contract  for,  accept  and  expend  and  to 
do  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain  such  Federal,  State,  or 
other  assistance  (financial  or  otherwise)  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto.   (Selectmen) 

Article  11.  By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  amendments  to  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Bennington  Fire  Department,  as  recommended  by  the 
Fire  Department.

Upon  the  presentation  of  the  article  by  the  Moderator  the  Selectmen 
made  a  motion  and  it  was  seconded  to  amend  the  article  to  read  as 
follows:  (1)  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-seven 
thousand,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($37,650)  to  hire  a 
professional  appraisal  firm,  approved  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  to  conduct  a  complete  revaluation  of  the  real  estate

By  voice  vote  the  Town  unanimously  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to  purchase  fire  fighting 
equipment.   (Selectmen/Fire  Chief)

contribute  to  a  local  (or  regional  if  appropriate)  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program.  This  annual  program  provides 
for  the  proper  disposal  of  hazardous  household  products  such  as  dry 
cell  batteries,  pesticides,  kitchen/bathroom  cleaners,  paint 
thinners,  antifreeze,  and  the  like.   (Selectmen)

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CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

At  the  close  of  1991,  the  Corrmittee  met  to  review  the  Town's  capital  improvement 
needs  for  the  next  five  years.  This  plan  has  been  changed  substantially  to 
coincide  with  the  fiscal  constraints  the  Town  is  experiencing. 

A  new  Capital  Reserve  Fund  will  be  established  in  1992  for  a  rescue  vehicle 
chassis.  The  present  chassis  will  need  to  be  replaced  in  1996.  The  present 
rescue  box  will  be  transferred  to  the  new  chassis.  The  Fire  Chief  also  brought 
to  the  Committee's  attention  the  need  to  replace  several  radios  and  pagers.  It 
was  decided  that  the  replacements  could  not  wait  for  capital  reserve  funding  and 
will  be  handled  through  lease  arrangements  in  the  Fire  Department  1992  budget. 

The  Landfill  will  be  closing  in  October,  1992.  Plans  for  a  new  transfer 
station/ recycling  center  are  being  prepared.  It  is  not  known  at  this  time  if 
Antrim  will  be  participating  in  this  facility.  Construction  costs  for  the  new 
facility  may  warrant  a  withdrawal  of  the  entire  fund  balance  from  the  Landfill 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Bennington's  portion  of  the  landfill  closure  costs  will 
be  bonded  in  1993. 

Plans  to  phase  out  the  Capital  Improvements  Capital  Reserve  Fund  will  be  made  in 
1992.  Withdrawals  for  a  police  cruiser  and  replacement  truck  for  the  highway 
department  one-ton  truck  will  close  out  this  fund.  A  new  capital  reserve  fund 
specifically  for  police  cruisers  will  be  created  in  1993.

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PLANNING  BOARD  -  1991  REPORT 

The  continuing  and  deepening  economic  recession  that  has  plagued  New 
Hampshire,  and  indeed  the  whole  New  England  region,  in  1991  exacted  its  toll  on 
Bennington  in  the  same  way  it  has  on  small  towns  throughout  the  state.  Statewide 
economic  conditions  turned  the  real  estate  boom  into  a  bust;  bankrupt  five  major 
cortmercial  lending  institutions  in  the  state,  and  created  limited  or  non-existent 
loan  opportunities  for  residential  real  estate  development,  business  expansion, 
and  budding  entrepreneurs. 

This  current  economic  reality  was  most  visible  to  the  Planning  Board  that 
saw  subdivision  proposals  and  commercial  site  plan  review  applications  slow  to 
a  trickle  during  1991.  Consequently,  the  board  turned  most  of  its  energies  to 
a  series  of  projects  revolving  around  long-term  planning  for  the  town. 

Much  of  this  work  centered  on  a  major  rewriting  of  the  town's  Master  Plan 
which  had  not  been  updated  since  it  was  originally  drafted  in  1986.  Significant 
changes  in  the  town  have  taken  place  since  that  time  (significant  population 
growth,  new  town  facilities,  school  changes,  bankruptcy  of  the  ski  area,  etc.) 
which  demanded  a  revised  perspective  on  the  town  and  a  renewed  vision  of  its 
future  in  the  Master  Plan.  Of  special  note  is  the  extensive  work  done  by  the 
Bennington  Conservation  Commission  creating  twelve  new  resource  and  land  use  maps 
for  the  Plan.  Their  volunteer  work  on  the  research  and  development  of  these  maps 
saved  the  town  thousands  of  dollars  of  normally  contracted  expenses.  This  new 
document  should  be  ready  for  public  hearing  later  in  1992. 

Another  area  of  progress  in  1991  by  the  Board  was  to  amend  the  building 
permit  process  in  the  town.  This  amendment  will  both  clarify  the  somewhat 
confusing  language  in  the  original  ordinance,  and  establish  a  more  conmon  sense 
approach  to  the  process  that  would  not  require  permits  for  normal  residential 
home  maintenance  and  improvements.  We  greatly  appreciated  the  valuable  input 
from  community  members  who  attended  the  public  hearings  on  these  issues. 

Our  work  in  progress  includes  finalizing  the  new  Master  Plan,  initiating 
a  Water  Resource  Management  and  Protection  Plan  and  a  Capital  Improvements  Plan, 
and  developing  and  implementing  strategies  for  attracting  responsible  business 
and  industry  to  the  town.  In  our  efforts  to  achieve  these  goals,  we  welcome  the 
input  and  expertise  of  David  Beck,  a  civil  engineer  and  former  building  inspector 
for  the  town,  who  replaced  Bill  Horton  this  year  as  an  alternate  on  the  Planning 
Board. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  1991  were  less  than  half  of  the  original 
budget  allocated  by  the  town.  This  was  due  in  large  measure  to  the  very  limited 
number  of  commercial  and  real  estate  development  proposals  submitted  to  the  Board 
for  review,  and  the  normal  legal  and  consultation  fees  associated  with  those 
reviews.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE  AMENDMENT 

Amend  Article  XV.  Enforcement  and  Administration:  Section  B.  Requirement 
of  a  Building  Permit  by  deleting  the  first  paragraph  thereof  and  replacing  with 
the  following: 

A  building  permit  shall  be  required  prior  to  beginning  operations  of  the 
placement  of  foundations,  structural  alterations,  removals,  demolitions, 
or  placements  on  a  lot  of  a  building  or  structure  including  a  mobile  home 
or  manufactured  housing,  covering  more  than  one  hundred  (100)  square  feet. 
A  building  permit  shall  also  be  required  prior  to  the  placement  or  moving 
of  any  exterior  sign.  Structural  alteration  work  on  the  interior  of  a 
structure  shall  require  a  permit.  Maintenance,  repairs,  redecorating  and 
replacement  would  not  require  a  permit.  Any  alteration  that  results  in  a 
change  of  use,  either  interior  or  exterior,  shall  require  a  permit. 


ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

As  goes  the  economic  climate  in  Bennington,  so  goes  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment's  case  load.  Accordingly,  1991  saw  the  Board  act  on  two  minor 
matters.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 

Conservation:  the  controlled  use  and  systematic  protection  of  "precious" 
natural  resources.  What  are  "precious"  natural  resources  in  Bennington?  The 
large  aquifer  where  we  obtain  our  drinking  water  is  precious.  The  abundance  of 
sand  and  gravel  in  our  town  is  precious.  Sand  and  gravel  provide  necessary 
recharge  areas  for  our  large  aquifer.  Our  job  as  a  conservation  commission  is 
to  maintain  an  adequate  level  of  conservation  for  these  and  other  natural 
resources  in  Bennington. 

This  past  year  our  conservation  conmission  engaged  in  the  following 
activities: 

In  late  spring,  we  enjoyed  a  leisurely  canoe  ride  down  the  beautiful 
Contoocook  river.  A  little  fishing,  wildlife  watching,  and  plant  identification 
made  the  canoe  trip  a  very  relaxing  and  educational  experience. 

In  the  fall,  we  enjoyed  a  hike  with  the  Boy  Scouts  to  the  famed  Bell 
Ledges.  Our  mushroom  "Madam"  Molly  (Peter  Eppig's  wife)  peaked  everyones 
interest  with  her  "hands-on"  mushroom  identification.  Beautiful  views,  community 
participation  and  good  weather  made  this  a  most  enjoyable  day  hike.  Special 
thanks  to  Bruce  Edes  for  his  leadership  on  these  trips. 

We  have  completed  many  detailed  maps:  surface  water,  wetlands,  sand  & 
gravel,  etc...  These  maps  will  be  on  display  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 

We  sponsored  a  Conservation  Conmission  Open  House  this  past  f  al  1  to  promote 
land  protection  and  land  trust.  Our  special  guest,  Sylvia  Bates  from  the  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  was  quite  helpful  at  our  Open  House. 
The  video,  handouts  and  answers  to  all  our  questions  made  our  Open  House  a 
success . 

Another  important  project  we  participated  in  this  past  fall  was  the 
Contoocook  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  The  collection  day 
held  on  October  19,  1991  in  the  towns  of  Bennington  and  Wilton,  was  the  most 
successful  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  since  its  inception.  Participation  in 
this  most  worthwhile  event  increased  64%  from  last  year's  collection  day. 
Special  note:  Do  not  throw  away  Hazardous  Waste  Material .  Please  save  it  until 
the  next  collection  day  in  1992. 

The  Contoocook  River  Greenway  project  became  a  success  this  past  year  after 
many  people  like  Dave  Barrett  put  years  of  work  into  it. 

The  Conservation  Conmission  helped  edit  the  new  master  plan  to  incorporate 
conservation  as  one  of  the  Plan's  goals.  We  also  drafted  a  statement  to  the 
selectmen  asking  to  review  all  "Intent -To-Cut"  forms  before  they  are  approved. 
By  reviewing  "Intent-To-Cut"  applications,  we  hope  to  prevent  destruction  of 
perennial  streams. 

Some  future  Conservation  Conmission  projects  are:  Town  well  head 
protection,  Earth  Day  1992,  wildlife  plantings,  more  hikes  and  canoe  trips. 
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Bennington  is  full  of  natural  resources  and  we  encourage  all  townspeople 
to  participate  in  its  conservation.  Our  committee  meets  the  second  Wednesday 
each  month,  please  join  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BENNINGTON-flNTRIM-FRANCESTOWN 

SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 

The  Tri-Town  Solid  Waste  District  has  come  one  step  closer  to  the  eventual 
closure  of  the  Bennington  Landfill.  Much  of  1991  was  spent  in  the  preparation 
of  the  Landfill  Closure  Plan.  Duf resne-Henry,  Inc.  was  awarded  the  bid  for  the 
project  and  preliminary  work  began  in  April.  After  several  meetings  and  plan 
reviews,  the  final  draft  was  submitted  in  September  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Services,  Solid  Waste  Compliance  Bureau.  Since  that  time,  DES  has 
completed  their  preliminary  review  and  responded  with  a  number  of  comments.  A 
comprehensive  report  to  their  comments  was  prepared  and  submitted  in  early 
January,  1992.  The  closure  plan  process  will  continue  through  1992  with  a  public 
comment  period.  Anyone  wishing  to  review  the  plan  and  file  may  do  so  in  Concord 
or  at  the  Bennington  Town  Hall. 

Another  major  challenge  has  been  the  process  of  planning  for  a  transfer 
station/ recycling  center  which  must  be  permitted,  constructed,  and  ready  to 
operate  by  October  31,  1992.  Antrim  and  Bennington  have  been  exploring  all 
alternatives  available  for  separate  facilities  or  a  joint  facility,  however,  no 
decisions  were  made  at  year  end.  Further  research  on  this  issue  will  continue 
into  1992. 

The  recycling  operation  continues  to  be  a  success  due  to  public  support  and 
the  efforts  of  the  employees.  Overall,  299  tons  of  recyclable  material  which 
generated  $8,815  in  revenue  was  removed  from  the  waste  stream: 

Crushed  Glass--102. 24  tons  Scrap  Metal --96. 12  tons 

Plastics — 5.79  tons  (July-Dec)  White  Goods--16.34  tons 

Newspaper — 56  tons  Aluminum  Cans- -5. 17  tons 

Tin  Cans — 15.51  tons  Batteries — 2  tons 

This  effort  that  has  been  established  over  the  past  three  years  has  laid 
an  important  foundation  for  the  transition  to  mandatory  recycling  at  transfer 
station  next  year.  The  State  has  mandated  that  at  least  20%  of  the  waste  stream 
be  recycled.  That  mandate  will  increase  to  40%  by  the  year  2000. 

In  October,  the  Bennington  Landfill  served  as  one  site  for  the  Regional 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  For  the  first  time  since  this  program 
began,  the  collection  had  to  be  closed  early  due  to  the  overwhelming  response  in 
Bennington  and  Wilton.  The  money  allocated  by  all  participating  towns  was  used 
up  by  11:00  a.m.  A  total  of  59  households  from  Bennington,  Antrim,  and 
Francestown  were  represented.  Through  the  awareness  generated  by  this  program, 
it  is  hoped  that  alternatives  to  household  hazardous  waste  will  be  chosen  rather 
than  having  to  increase  the  annual  appropriation  for  its  disposal .  Nevertheless, 
support  for  this  program  needs  to  continue.

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WATER  &  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

We  reported  to  you  at  the  end  of  1990  almost  all  of  the  work  necessary  to 
put  Corrosion  Control  on  line  had  been  accomplished.  We  also  mentioned  a  drastic 
increase  in  the  cost  of  the  needed  chemicals.  Further  increases  in  the  cost  of 
these  chemicals  led  us  to  make  the  decision  that  purchasing  chemicals  in  55 
gallon  drums,  as  originally  planned,  would  be  prohibitively  expensive.  The 
decision  was  made  to  delay  implementing  Corrosion  Control  until  we  could  purchase 
and  install  a  1500  gallon  tank,  enabling  us  to  purchase  our  chanicals  in  bulk 
form  at  a  much  reduced  per  gallon  cost. 

This  decision  presented  us  with  a  whole  new  set  of  problems.  The  chemicals 
must  be  stored  at  a  temperature  above  freezing.  EPA  Regulations  require  the 
storage  tank  to  be  installed  in  a  containment  pit.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary 
to  decide  to  have  an  addition  to  the  present  well  house  constructed.  Originally, 
we  had  hoped  such  an  addition  could  be  constructed  by  town  employees,  but  that 
idea  turned  out  to  be  impractical.  Then  the  Selectmen  instructed  us  to  make  no 
major  expenditures  that  were  not  of  an  emergency  nature  because  of  their 
uncertainty  over  the  receipt  of  State  monies.  Consequently,  we  saw  all 
possibility  of  implementing  Corrosion  Control  during  1991  vanish  completely. 

Under  pressure  from  EPA,  we  sought  and  received  bids  in  December  for  the 
construction  of  our  addition.  The  bid  was  awarded  in  January,  1992,  subject  to 
Town  Meeting  approval  of  our  budget.  The  entire  cost  of  constructing  the 
addition  is  contained  in  our  1992  budget  which  is  less  than  the  budget  amount 
requested  for  1991.  We  are  gambling  on  having  another  year  without  major  leaks 
or  equipment  failures  in  order  to  keep  our  budget,  and  the  tax  rate,  at  the 
minimum.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  long  sad  story  of  our  efforts  to  comply  with 
the  mandated  Corrosion  Control  will  end  successfully  in  1992. 

We  continued  our  efforts  to  collect  water  and  sewer  rents  in  a  timely 
manner.  Receipt  of  all  monies  due  the  town  seemed  even  more  important  in  a  year 
when  due  to  revaluation,  sending  out  tax  bills  was  delayed. 

It  might  be  well  to  prepare  the  voters  of  the  necessity  to  adjust  water, 
and  possibly  sewer,  rents  at  a  future  Town  Meeting.  We  will  not  know  the  exact 
annual  cost  of  Corrosion  Control  until  the  system  is  actually  operating.  Until 
that  point,  we  have  had  to  work  with  estimates. 

We  devoutly  hope  that  never  again  will  we,  or  you,  encounter  those  two 
words,  "Corrosion"  and  "Control",  used  in  conjunction  with  each  other.

There  were  three  permits  for  new 
houses,  and  the  remainder  were  for  additions,  porches,  and  alterations  to 
existing  homes. 

Since  we  have  just  gone  through  a  revaluation  and  the  records  of  the  town 
are  in  order,  if  you  think  you  need  a  permit  for  doing  something,  you  probably 
do.  We  can  answer  your  questions  when  you  have  some  inquiries.

BENNINGTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1991  has  been  a  learning  experience  for  a  new  chief  and  two 
assistants.  We  have  added  several  new  firefighters  to  our  roster. 

Now  that  the  bay  addition  is  complete,  fund  raisers  have  been  focused  on 
monitors  and  equipment  to  replace  items  constantly  in  need  of  repair  without 
using  town  funds. 

Several  firefighters  have  volunteered  their  time  to  do  truck  maintenance 
at  the  station  rather  than  using  outside  sources.  This  has  eliminated  labor 
costs  on  work  done  on  the  trucks.  In  the  course  of  a  year  this  could  be  a 
substantial  savings  to  the  town.  We  thank  those  firefighters  who  have  donated 
their  time. 

This  summer  we  again  held  our  weekend  flea  market.  Spaces  and  food  were 
sold  and  monies  were  used  to  help  our  radio  fund.  We  thank  those  who  donated 
items  for  us  to  sell. 

In  October  we  held  a  Fire  Prevention  program  for  the  school .  A  poster 
contest,  demonstration  of  fire  techniques,  videos  and  an  appearance  by  Smokey  the 
Bear  provided  the  children  with  a  full  day  of  activities  teaching  them  fire 
safety  and  how  they  can  help  prevent  fires.  We  hope  in  teaching  the  children  at 
this  level,  the  parents  will  also  become  more  aware  of  fire  prevention. 

In  1991  we  responded  to  a  total  of  92  calls:  17  were  fire  calls,  41  rescue 
calls,  7  fire  and  rescue  vehicle  accidents,  16  mutual  aid  fire  and  11  mutual  aid 
rescue.

This  year  has  not  been  one  that  lends  itself  to  a  one-word 
description. . .with  the  possible  exception  of  "fascinating." 

The  Department  entered  the  year  as  the  focus  of  attacks,  both  professional 
and  personal,  from  a  number  of  sources.  The  situation  quickly  became  so 
volatile,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  weighing  the  possible  legal  and  civil 
possibilities,  placed  all  members  of  the  Police  Department  on  administrative 
1 eave . 

While  I'm  sure  that  action  created  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  in  those 
attempting  to  disrupt  the  Department  and  the  Town,  that  satisfaction  was  short- 
lived. 

By  Town  Meeting,  the  wheels  of  justice  were  not  only  turning,  but 
definitely  grinding.  The  community  had  determined  enough  was  enough... and  was 
making  that  exceedingly  plain.  The  court  also  justified  our  faith  3s  it 
adamantly  declared  the  legal  system  would  not  be  used  for  personal 
vindictiveness. 

Since  March,  the  community  has  watched  as  the  various  groups,  entities, 
and  individuals,  who  attempted,  for  their  own  reasons,  to  disrupt  the  Town,  have 
taken  to  fighting  among  themselves;  have  slunk  away;  or  have  found  the  court 
system  can  not  be  circumvented  forever. 

Although  the  first  three  months  of  1991  cost  this  community  dearly,  in 
money,  as  well  as  in  personal  ways  much  more  difficult  to  assess,  the  essence  of 
the  Town  has  emerged  unchanged. 

While  there  are  criminal  and  civil  matters  still  to  be  concluded,  and  while 
the  present  economic  conditions  continue  to  create  financial  hardships  for 
everyone,  Bennington  has  emerged  as  it  was... a  community  of  hardworking, 
responsible  people  working  together  for  the  benefit  of  their  families,  their 
friends,  and  their  neighbors. 

This  Department  will  continue  in  its  efforts  to  ensure  that  every  citizen 
of  this  community  has  the  ability  to  live  his  life  in  the  manner  of  his  choosing 
just  as  long  as  he  grants  the  same  right  to  all  others. 

Finally,  it  has  been  impossible  to  thank  each  of  you  for  the  support  shown 
the  members  of  the  Department  this  year.  It  is  even  more  difficult  to  know  how 
to  express  that  thanks.  Your  individual,  personal  encouragement  throughout  the 
period,  as  well  as  the  outpouring  of  public  support  at  Town  Meeting,  meant  more 
than  it  is  our  ability  to  express.  To  each  and  every  one  of  you,  our  grateful 
thanks.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  BENNINGTON  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPRESENTATIVE 

Most  of  us  are  approaching  the  beginning  of  1992  with,  at  the  very  least, 
a  bit  of  apprehension.  The  economic  picture  is  looking  far  from  rosy  (no  matter 
what  they  tell  us  in  Washington),  and  money  seems  tighter  than  ever.  I'm  not 
going  to  tell  you  that  everything's  wonderful,  or  that  I  have  a  magic  wand  to 
cure  all  of  our  ills.  I'm  just  hoping  I  can  help  put  some  things  into 
perspective. 

No  matter  what  you  might  hear  from  other  sources,  the  School  Board  is  very 
sensitive  to  the  economic  reality  all  around  us,  as  are  the  dedicated  teachers 
and  staff  of  the  Conval  District.  As  of  this  writing,  the  Board  is  trying  to 
secure  a  0%  increase  for  the  total  budget.  Everything  truly  has  been  cut  to  bare 
bones.  The  only  areas  which  have  not  been  resolved  are  the  following  (much  of 
which  we  have  little  control  over):  health  care,  the  cost  of  which  continues  to 
skyrocket;  transportation;  Special  Education  (if  just  one  "moderately  involved" 
child  moves  into  the  district,  it  can  easily  cost  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars 
more  than  was  budgeted);  and  necessary  equipment  repair  and  replacement,  since 
not  one  dollar  was  allotted  for  this  in  last  year's  budget. 

As  we  all  know,  the  majority  of  our  property  tax  dollar  goes  toward 
education.  In  tough  economic  times  like  these,  it's  easy  for  some  people  to  cry, 
"Cut  the  school  budget!"  But  let's  look  at  the  facts.  Not  including  the  School 
Bond  from  a  few  years  back  for  the  new  Building  program  (which  most  of  us  agree 
was  a  necessity),  the  rate  of  school  budget  increases  has  been  less  than  the 
increases  we've  had  in  student  population  for  each  of  the  last  four  years! 
Cumulatively,  our  student  population  has  grown  around  11%  in  the  last  four  years, 
but  only  a  9%  budget  increase.  Even  though  the  Board  is  trying  to  achieve  a  0% 
increase  for  next  year's  budget,  we  have  a  student  population  increase  of  3.8% 
slated  for  next  year.  So  it's  not  hard  to  see  that  indeed  the  fat  has  already 
been  cut  from  the  budget. 

I  believe  many  of  us  tend  to  take  for  granted  the  quality  of  education  our 
children  receive  in  the  Conval  District.  Not  only  do  we  have  one  of  the  best 
school  systems  in  the  state,  but  we  have  been  recognized  in  national  educational 
journals  as  having  progressive  and  effective  programs.  I've  had  other  people 
from  surrounding  towns  tell  me  how  our  own  Pierce  School  is  considered  the  best 
elementary  school  in  the  district.  Just  last  year  Mrs.  Schnare's  R/l  class 
scored  in  the  91st  percentile  on  C.A.T.  reading  tests!  Grades  2,  3,  and  4  were 
not  far  behind.  Being  a  first  year  Board  member  and  an  educator,  the  dedication, 
knowledge  and  caring  of  teachers  and  staff,  not  only  in  the  Pierce  School,  but 
in  the  entire  system,  is  something  that  continues  to  honestly  impress  me.  To 
take  all  of  this  for  granted  is  indeed  a  mi  stake.

Long  delays  in  processing  of  food  stamp  and  Medicaid  applications  by  State 
and  Federal  agencies  have  added  to  our  general  assistance  burden.  We  are 
required  by  statute  to  supply  food  and  medication  while  applicants  wait  thirty 
to  forty-five  days  for  approval  and  acceptance.  Again,  fuel  assistance  has  been 
very  helpful  and  I  urge  all  that  are  eligible  to  apply.  The  1992  program  is  open 
until  April  1,  1992. 

The  Health  Department  is  still  working  on  septic  problems,  but  the  expense 
is  minimal .

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G.E.P.  DODGE  LIBRARY 

In  1991,  our  library  continued  to  grow  both  with  our  collection  and  with 
our  patronage.  The  world  is  changing  rapidly,  and  we  are  trying  to  keep  up.  Two 
new  books  on  the  Soviet  Union  are  already  out  of  date  and  we  have  a  book  on  the 
Gulf  War  cataloged  under  HISTORY.  We  try  to  remain  current  with  all  we  can  on 
our  limited  budget  and  what  we  can  not  purchase,  we  can  borrow. 

The  G.E.P.  Dodge  Library  is  fortunate  to  have  a  corp  of  volunteers  who  help 
the  library  and  the  patrons  with  their  time,  their  talents,  and  gifts.  Our 
volunteers  make  it  possible  to  keep  extra  hours  on  weekends.  They  create  posters 
and  art  work  for  various  programs  and  activities,  and  they  donate  books, 
magazines,  newspapers  and  gift  subscriptions. 

We  continue  to  have  classes  from  Pierce  School  and  Small  Beginnings  weekly 
for  story  time  and  book  checkout.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  these  young 
enthusiastic  readers  who,  after  school  come  in,  usually  on  their  own,  to  check 
out  books  to  read  at  home.  Many  of  Bennington's  students,  of  all  ages,  have  been 
using  the  library  for  reference  and  are  taking  advantage  of  out'  increasing 
reference  collection  and  new  set  of  encyclopedias. 

Once  again  we  are  having  the  Monday  morning  reading  group  for  children  not 
yet  in  school.  All  ages  are  welcome.  The  reading  time  is  held  on  Monday 
mornings  at  9:30  a.m.  and,  along  with  the  story,  there  is  a  craft  project 
provided  by  Friends  of  the  Library  Chairman,  Debi  Belcher. 

This  year's  Sumner  Reading  program  was  entitled  "Be  A  Book  Buccaneer." 
Readers  ages  3-14,  sailed  through  the  South  Seas,  stopping  at  various 
fictitious  South  Sea  islands,  and  ending  up  ultimately  on  "Treasure  Island." 
Linda  Osienski  donated  her  talents  as  an  artist  and  painted  fabulous  islands  and 
harbors  where  the  readers  could  dock  their  ships.  Debi  Belcher  provided  readers 
with  a  weekly  craft  project  related  to  the  reading  program's  topic.  The  end  of 
the  seven  week  program  was  celebrated  with  a  treasure  hunt,  games  and  ice  cream 
sundaes  at  the  Newhall  Youth  Field.  Everyone  who  participated  received  a 
certificate  of  achievement.  There  are  a  lot  of  great  readers  in  Bennington. 

Our  library  was  in  need  of  some  color  out  front,  and  in  need  of  an  eye- 
catching "OPEN"  sign.  Darlene  McKenney  volunteered  her  talents  and  put  together 
a  beautiful  sea-blue,  purple  and  white  flag  to  hang  out  on  the  flag  pole  when  the 
library  is  open.  Now,  when  the  weather  allows  and  when  the  flag  pole  cooperates, 
patrons  can  tell  from  a  distance  if  the  library  is  open. 

This  past  spring,  Tenney's  Farm  donated  white  geraniums  and  marigolds  for 
the  sidewalk  border.  Unfortunately  poor  soil,  lack  of  water  and  foot  traffic, 
stunted  their  growth.  We  will  keep  trying.

Melissa  Clough  has 
replaced  Dick,  and  has  kept  up  the  excellence  in  the  job  that  Dick  started.  She 
is  tireless,  quick,  accurate  and  cheerful.  Chris  and  I  wonder  how  we  ever 
managed  without  her.  On  Mondays,  Beth  Cheever  comes  in  to  help  with  the  mail, 
errands  to  the  Town  Hall  and  shelving.   She  too,  is  a  faithful  worker. 
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Ruth  Brown,  a  new  and  valuable  resident  and  patron,  has  been  coming  to  the 
library  twice  a  month  with  her  portable  computer,  printer,  and  cheerful  tireless 
patience  to  teach  any  interested  students  how  to  use  the  computer.  These 
students  have  learned  considerably  more  from  her  than  computer  skills.  They  have 
learned  to  share,  cooperate,  and  resolve  problems  as  a  group. 

Thank  you  to  all  patrons  who  have  filled  out  the  survey  from.  It  has  been 
helpful  to  know  what  your  desires  and  needs  are  for  accurate  book  selection.  It 
is  nice  to  have  what  you  are  looking  for  when  you  come.  Nothing  can  be  more 
frustrating  than  a  disappointed  patron.  With  the  survey,  we  have  also  been  able 
to  update  patron  addresses. 

I  hope  you  will  take  advantage  of  a  few  new  services  the  library  can 
provide.  The  first  is  getting  books  to  people  who  can  not  come  into  the  library. 
Arrangements  for  selection,  pickup  and  return  can  be  done  over  the  telephone. 
A  second  service  opens  our  selection  of  books  to  the  entire  state  of  Mew 
Hampshire  and,  ultimately,  to  the  rest  of  New  England  and  the  United  States. 
Anyone  who  knows  of  a  book  and  can  not  find  it  in  our  library,  needs  only  to  fill 
out  a  request  form.  Usually  within  a  week,  via  the  miracle  of  computers,  modems 
and  the  USPS  and  UPS,  you  will  have  that  book,  or  information.  Reference  is 
another  service  that  patrons  forget  about.  Any  questions  you  have,  on  any  topic, 
can  be  found  for  you.  Any  bibliographies  you  want  compiled  can  be  done  for  you 
as  well.  Take  advantage  of  these  services. 

Our  annual  Friends  of  the  Library  meeting  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  April 
9,  1992.  Should  you  want  to  help  before  then,  call  the  library  or  contact  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  Chairman,  Debi  Belcher. 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our  volunteers,  and  Chris  Tarrio, 
Helena  Ayers,  Debi  Belcher,  Ruth  Brown,  Melissa  Clough,  Beth  Cheever,  Jerry 
Waller.  Margo  Smiley,  and  our  devoted  and  tireless  Trustees,  Elaine  Barrett, 
David  Glynn,  and  Joseph  MacGregor.  All  these  people  keep  the  library  running 
smoothly  and  contribute  to  making  this  library  one  of  the  best  around. 

There  is  one  other  special  thank  you,  and  this  is  to  all  of  our  patrons  who 
faithfully  use  the  library,  take  good  care  of  our  books,  take  advantage  of  our 
services,  let  their  needs  be  known,  and  return  materials  when  they  are  due. 
Thank  you,  and  I  look  forward  to  making  1992  as  productive  as  1991.

Bennington  is  still  without  a  main  Post  Office.  However,  a  substation  has 
been  opened  in  the  Bennington  Country  Store  on  Main  Street,  owned  by  Terry 
Schnare . 

Walter  and  Joy  Levesque  have  moved  to  Nobleboro,  Maine;  Walter's  company 
transferred  him  to  Darmiscotta.  Joy  was  this  year's  Historical  Society  Honorary 
Member!
